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DEPARTMENT  OVERVIEW 


The  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation's  vision,  mission,  and  what  we  believe  statements  communicate  our  never- 
ending  pledge  to  serve  Missourians  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Missouri  Constitution  (Article  IV,  Section 
40(a)  through  46). 

The  mission  of  the  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  is: 

■  To  protect  and  manage  the  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources  of  the  state; 

■  to  serve  the  public  and  facilitate  their  participation  in  resource  management  activities; 

■  and  to  provide  opportunity  for  all  citizens  to  use,  enjoy  and  learn  about  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources. 

The  Department  of  Conservation's  budget  request  is  funded  entirely  from  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  The 
Department  receives  no  general  revenue  funds.  Sources  of  revenue  for  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund  include 
hunting  and  fishing  permits,  commercial  permits,  nonresident  permits,  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax,  and  sources  of 
federal  assistance  including  the  Wildlife  and  Sport  Fish  Restoration  program  and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service.  The 
Department  of  Conservation  annual  budget  is  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  state  budget.  The  economic  benefits 
of  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  management  include  over  $11. 4  billion  of  business  activity  annually  in  Missouri. 


Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  Revenue  Highlights 


The  Department's  budget  represents  less  than  1%  of  the  entire  state's  budget  and  no  state 
General  Revenue  is  received.  The  three  largest  sources  of  revenue  for  the  Department  of 
Conservation  are  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax  (59%),  hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales 
(20%),  and  Federal  Reimbursement  (14%).

Revenue  Highlights 

•  Fiscal  Year  201 1 

o     Conservation  Sales  Tax  growth  was  2.1%,  resulting  in  sales  tax  revenues  that  were  almost  $2  million  higher  than  FY10. 
o     Conservation  Sales  Tax  remained  below  the  FY05  level  of  revenues. 

•  Fiscal  Year  to  Date  2012 

o    At  the  end  of  December  201 1 ,  Conservation  Sales  Tax  was  2.6%  higher  than  the  same  period  of  the  prior  year.  Fiscal  Year  2012 

Conservation  Sales  Tax  revenue  is  anticipated  to  be  3%  higher  than  Fiscal  Year  201 1 .  This  would  bring  Fiscal  Year  2012 

Conservation  Sales  Tax  revenue  almost  to  the  level  of  Fiscal  Year  2006  (see  graph  on  page  3). 
o    At  the  end  of  December  201 1 ,  total  Conservation  revenues  were  2.9%  higher  than  the  same  period  of  the  prior  year.  Fiscal  Year 

2012  total  Conservation  revenues  are  anticipated  to  be  3.3%  higher  than  FY  201 1 .  This  would  bring  Fiscal  Year  2012  total 

Conservation  revenues  slightly  above  Fiscal  Year  2006  levels  (see  graph  on  page  6). 

•  From  Fiscal  Year  2001  to  Fiscal  Year  201 1 

o    When  compared  against  growth  of  General  Revenue,  total  Conservation  Department  revenue  grew  less  than  total  State  General 

Revenue  by  5.2%  or  $8.52  million. 
o     Total  Conservation  Department  revenue  grew  less  than  inflation  (CPI)  by  12.7%  or  $19.2  million. 
o     Conservation  Sales  Tax  grew  less  than  inflation  by  17%  or  $16.3  million. 
o     Hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales  grew  less  than  inflation  by  17.7%  or  $4.7  million. 

•  Conservation  Commission  Fund  Balance 

o    The  position  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  maintain  a  targeted  fund  balance  of  two  months  of  expenditures  plus  restricted 
trust  account  funds.    The  Conservation  Commission  Fund  is  managed  as  the  Department's  rainy  day  account  to  address  economic 
uncertainty  as  well  as  unforeseen  fish,  forest  and  wildlife  related  diseases,  wildfires,  floods,  or  ice  storms. 

•  Fiscal  Year  2013  Operating  Request  -  House  Bill  6 

o     Fiscal  Year  201 3  core  spending  authorization  request  for  the  Department's  operational  budget  is  the  same  as  FY  201 2 

($145,467,841).  In  addition  to  the  core,  the  Governor's  FY  2013  budget  includes  a  two  percent  pay  raise  for  all  state  employees 
beginning  January  1 ,  201 3.  This  new  decision  item  in  the  amount  of  $683,521  is  added  to  Conservation's  spending  authority  request 
for  a  total  of  $146,151,362. 

o     Commission  cannot  spend  more  than  the  combined  revenues  that  make  up  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.

Major  changes  were  made  to  deer  management  strategies  in  2004,  following  an  extensive  series  of  public  meetings  held  in  each  of  30  communities  around 
Missouri.  Input  from  these  meetings  helped  guide  changes  to  the  Wildlife  Code  which  encourage  hunters  to  harvest  more  antlerless  deer  and  balance  the 
composition  of  the  herd.  With  93%  of  Missouri  in  private  ownership,  landowners  and  hunters  are  vital  to  deer  management.  Through  partnership  with 
citizens,  hunters,  landowners  and  communities,  the  Department's  goal  is  to  maintain  deer  numbers  that  provide  statewide  hunting  opportunities  for  hunters 
and  others,  but  low  enough  to  avoid  or  minimize  problems  from  too  many  deer.  Results  from  a  2005-2006  survey  of  deer  hunters  using  conservation  areas 
revealed  more  deer  are  seen  and  satisfaction  is  highest  with  restrictive  regulations.  Conversely,  areas  with  "open"  regulations  resulted  in  fewer  deer  seen 
and  less  satisfaction.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  a  range  of  opportunity  on  public  land.  Deer  hunting  is  a  $1  billion  dollar  economic  boon  to  Missouri  contributing 
1 1 ,800  jobs  to  Missouri's  workforce.  In  addition,  deer  hunters  view  deer  season  and  deer  hunting  as  a  valuable  family  tradition. 

The  most  recent  data  available  from  the  U.S.  Fish  &  Wildlife  Service  {i.e. ,  the  2006  National  Survey  of  Fishing,  Hunting,  and  Wildlife-Associated  Recreation ) 
indicates  that  12  percent  of  Missourians  participate  in  hunting.  Participation  in  the  eight  states  bordering  Missouri  ranges  from  3  percent  (Illinois)  to 
14  percent  (Arkansas);  the  national  rate  is  5  percent.
